It’s hard to imagine anyone 
happier than mixed martial 
artist T.J. Grant about news 
that the UFC is on its way to 
Halifax this fall. 

“It’s just amazing,” said 
Grant after hearing the an¬ 
nouncement Wednesday. 

Halifax is where the 
29-year-old from Cole Har¬ 
bour had his first major 
fight. 

He’s since ascended the 
Ultimate Fighting Cham¬ 
pionship ranks at a mind- 
boggling pace, standing now 


as its undisputed lightweight 
contender. 

All the while, he’s lived 
and trained in Cole Harbour. 

“There’s a long tradition 
of fighting coming out of 
Halifax, a lot of boxing his¬ 
tory,” he said. “But live 
shows have really dropped 
off there in the past decade. 
While there are a lot of ath¬ 
letes actively doing it, and at 
a high level, there aren’t that 
many opportunities for guys 
to fight there. This can only 
help in that way.” 

Grant was in Quebec City 
where Tom Wright, director 
of operations for UFC Can¬ 
ada, announced an unpreced¬ 
ented five-stop UFC Canadian 
tour this year, which will also 
include Quebec City, Mont-

real, Vancouver and Toronto. 

The five shows are up 
from three in recent years, 
when Toronto and Montreal 
were constants on the sched¬ 
ule, with another city rotat¬ 
ing in. 

“On a per-capita basis, 
no nation in the world con¬ 
sumes MMA like we do,” 
Wright said at the event. 
“The fact we’ve been able to 
go from three events to five 
events is a reflection of that.” 

Called “Fight Night,” the 
televised Halifax event will 
be held at the Metro Centre 
— and Grant is hoping to be 
on the card. 

He was poised for a title 
match in August, but a con¬ 
cussion he suffered while 
training forced him to miss 
his big break. 

He’s still recovering, but 
hoping to be ready for a 
hometown return. 

“If I am (healthy), there’s 
no reason to believe I 
wouldn’t be part of the card,” 
he said.

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Council looks to boost 
access to school gyms

Halifax councillors are ask¬ 
ing city staff to look into en¬ 
hancing community access to 
school gyms throughout the 
municipality. 

“We’re not asking for the 


moon here,” said Coun. Barry 
Daliymple during budget de¬ 
liberations Wednesday. 

“Most other municipalities 
in this province get access to 
their school gyms at no cost. 

“We’re not even asking for 
free,” he added. “We’re just 
asking for access.” 

City staff was sympathetic 
to the councillor’s request. 

The problem, said Brad 
Anguish, the city’s director 
of community and recreation 
services, is certain school- 
board policies, including 
union requirements. 

“Those are the barriers we 


are tiying to break through,” 
said Anguish. 

Halifax is currently able 
to access school gyms in two 
ways. 

The first is through a part¬ 
nership with the school board 
for targeted, after-hours pro¬ 
gramming. 

The second, which is 
more in line with council’s 
request, is a service exchange 
agreement, where commun¬ 
ity groups and individuals 
are able to rent the space for 
sports, meetings and other 
functions. 

HRM currently has several

such arrangements, which 
guarantee communities a cer¬ 
tain number of hours of ac¬ 
cess to school gym space. 

Anguish said the munici¬ 
pality is in the midst of ne¬ 
gotiating a revised service-ex¬ 
change deal with the Halifax 
Regional School Board that 


would provide better access. 

Daliymple asked staff to 
compile a list of schools that 
do and do not allow commun¬ 
ity access to gyms. 

“There’s definitely a polit¬ 
ical element here,” said down¬ 
town Halifax Coun. Waye 
Mason. 

He added that if HRM was 
to keep asking the provin¬ 
cial government for money 
to build recreational centres 
to mirror existing facilities, 
things may be different. 

“We need to cut the red 
tape and get those gyms and 
facilities open,” said Mason.

According to a presentation 
by interim CEO Paula Saulnier, 
the libraiy will find savings by 
reducing the purchase of new 
materials, not filling vacancies 
as quickly and making it more

Schools got the “yea” while 
buses got the “nay” as snow 
blanketed Halifax on Wednes¬ 
day 

In light of the wintiy weath¬ 
er, Halifax Regional School 
Board opted to cancel school bus 
service but keep schools open. 

“We haven’t had a situa¬ 
tion in the last few years where 
we’ve cancelled buses and 
left schools open,” said school 
board spokesman Doug Hadley. 

Stock Transportation pro¬ 
vides school bus service in the 
region, said Hadley, but the 
school board ultimately makes 
the call on whether buses are 


cancelled. 

“(Stock) was quite con¬ 
cerned about what the condi¬ 
tions would be like for school 
buses travelling on the roads 
between 2 and 4 o’clock (Wed¬ 
nesday) afternoon,” said Hadley. 

Environment Canada issued 
a snowfall warning shortly 
after midday on Wednesday, 
calling for 15 centimetres of 
snow along the coast. 

“It’s unfortunate,” said Had¬ 
ley. “Nova Scotia winters play 
havoc on the school system.” 

As for feedback from par¬ 
ents on the decision, Hadley 
described it as “par for the 
course.” 

“Why would you cancel 
the buses ... but keep schools 
open?#stupid #Hrsb,” wrote 
Becca Cormier on Twitter. 

“#ffigthis #hrsb,” tweeted 
Josh Comeau. 

“We rarely please eveiy- 
one,” said Hadley. 

But he stressed that school 
and bus cancellation policy 
gives parents the choice to keep 
their children home, without 
academic penalty.

Mountie rescues trio of abandoned puppies 



Criminal past. New rules 
make it harder to hide 


The future’s looking a lot 
better for a trio of aban¬ 
doned puppies found shiv¬ 
ering on a rural road by 
a concerned HRM RCMP 
officer. 

“We’re not going to have 
any problems finding homes 
for them,” said Litters n’ Crit¬ 
ters Animal Rescue president 
Shelley Cunningham Wednes- 
day. 

The officer was on patrol 
on Lake Eagle Drive in East 
Preston just before 11 p.m. 
Tuesday when he spotted the 
three dirty, skinny puppies 
huddling together to stay 
warm. 

Although they scattered 
when the officer approached, 
he was able to coax them into 
his car with some friendly 
words and patience. 

They spent the evening at 
the Cole Harbor RCMP detach¬ 
ment before being taken to 
HRM’s Integrated Emergency 
Service Centre for a night of 
pampering by dispatchers 
with food and toys. 

“It’s a really neat feeling to 
be able to help animals,” said 
Cunningham, who picked up 
the dogs Wednesday morning. 
“The first thing I thought was, 
‘Oh my god, they’re cute.’” 

Cunningham has given 


the little dogs suitably police- 
themed names: Siren, Radar 
and Cuffs. 

She said the male, Radar, 
had frostbitten toes, while 
one of the females had a 
broken tail, and the other a 
heart murmur. 

“You look at them and 
think to yourself, ‘My god, 
they could have just froze,”’ 
Cunningham said. 

All three pups have severe 
canine lice, so Cunningham 
said they have to be quaran¬ 


tined in a Pugwash kennel for 
about six weeks before they 
can be adopted. 

Cunning said she “can’t 
keep up” with the requests 
from people wanting to give 
the puppies a good home — 
which she said shows that 
there’s always an alternative 
to abandoning an animal. 

“There are so many res¬ 
cues and shelters and people 
looking for dogs. That’s what 
we’re here for,” Cunningham

Revised legislation will take ef¬ 
fect in Nova Scotia this week 
that will ensure someone with 
a criminal past can’t obscure it 
with a legal name change.

As of Thursday, the amend¬ 
ed Change of Name Act will 
require an individual to submit 
fingerprints to change their 
name, ensuring their criminal

Sochi. Halifax bars to 
open early for men's 
Olympic hockey 


At least two Halifax bars will be 
opening their doors bright and 
early for hockey fans who want 
to catch men’s Olympic hockey 
action as it happens in Sochi. 


Both Durty Nelly’s and Bub- 
ba Ray’s Sports Bar have been 
approved to open early when 
the Canadian men’s team plays. 

The change in hours re¬ 
quired special approval from 
the province, because the dif¬ 
ference in time zones means 
many of the games will be 
played before 9 a.m. 

“We’re not looking to get 
people drunk at six in the mor¬ 


ning or anything like that,” said 
Michael Carey, general man¬ 
ager of Durty Nelly’s. 

“It’s just to be able to have 
the option if our guests are in¬ 
terested, and if we can bring 
people down for it.” 

Although Carey said it’s 
unlikely the Irish bar will set 
any business records on those 
game days, they’re expecting a 
“good crowd” and will set up a 


120-inch projector screen to 
draw people in. “We have a veiy 
loyal following, and we just like 
to be open so our regulars can 
go to their favourite pub to 
watch all the games they’d like 
to,” Carey said. 

John MacDonald, executive 
director of Nova Scotia’s Alco¬ 
hol and Gaming Division, said 
he expects four or five more 
HRM bars might apply to open 


earlier for the games. 

While the Canadian men’s 
hockey trials are an important 
national event, MacDonald said 
they wouldn’t accept just any 
reason for a bar to open earlier. 

“It’s not just a ‘throw the 
doors wide open and approve 
eveiything,’” MacDonald said. 
The men’s Olympic hockey 
tournament runs Feb. 12 until

Brew pubs allowed 
tosellbeerfor 
home consumption 
from bar 

People in Nova Scotia 
can now buy beer made 
in-house at brew pubs to 
take home. 

Under changes to the 
province’s Liquor Licens¬ 
ing Regulations, custom¬ 
ers can buy beer from the 
pubs to take home instead 
of having to purchase it 
from an adjacent but sep¬ 
arate storefront. 

“These businesses can 
now serve their custom¬ 


ers and avoid some of 
the extra red tape that 
has been burdensome 
for them,” states Service 
Nova Scotia and Municipal 
Relations Minister Mark 
Furey in a release. “At the 
same time, the change 
does not increase access to 
liquor beyond liquor store 
hours.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
provincial government 
says brew pubs can sell 
beer for off-site consump¬ 
tion from when they open 
until 10 p.m. 

Beer is allowed to be 
sold in sealed 1.8- to two- 
litre bottles, known as 
growlers.

Killings. Couple accused 
of Ontario murders 
remanded in Halifax 


A woman and her common- 
law husband charged with 
killing her ex-husband and 
his mother in a Toronto- 
area home will remain in a 
Halifax jail until they are re¬ 
turned to Ontario. 

Crown lawyer Ron Lacey 
said Wednesday the two ac¬ 
cused were placed on a six- 
day remand at the Central 
Nova Scotia Correctional Fa¬ 
cility to allow Peel Regional 
Police enough time to ar¬ 
range for transportation. 

Peel Regional Police later 
tweeted that the couple, 
who appeared Wednesday in 
Halifax provincial court, will 
return to Ontario late Friday 
for a bail hearing scheduled 
for Saturday in the Ontario 
Court of Justice. 

Melissa Merritt, 33, and 
36-year-old Christopher Fat- 
tore face first-degree murder 
charges. 

Caleb Harrison, 41, was 
found dead last August in a 
home in Mississauga, Ont. 
— the same home where 
his mother Bridget Harrison 
died in 2010. 

The 63-year-old woman’s 
death was first classified 



as suspicious, but when of¬ 
ficers started investigating 
her son’s death, they con¬ 
cluded both had been as¬ 
phyxiated. 

Police say they have also 
reopened the investigation 
into the 2009 death of Caleb 
Harrison’s father, William 
Harrison, who died in the 
same home. 

Merritt and Fattore 
were arrested Tuesday near 
Bridgewater, where they 
moved shortly after Caleb 
Harrison’s death.

Justin Bieber has been 
charged in Toronto with as¬ 
sault after police allege he 
hit a limousine driver several 
times in the back of the head. 

Bieber was charged with 
one count of assault and is 
scheduled to appear in court 
in Toronto on March 10. 

Police allege Bieber was 
one of six people who were 
picked up by a limousine 
from a nightclub in the early 
morning hours of Dec. 30, 
and there was an altercation 
while en route to a hotel. 

Police officers escorted pop 
star Justin Bieber through a 
frenzied throng of media and 
fans to a Toronto police station 
Wednesday night where the 
pop star surrendered in connec¬ 
tion with an alleged assault. 

Hundreds of fans, spec¬ 
tators and photographers 
braved the biting cold to 
greet the 19-year-old singer, 
who emerged from a black 
SUV Wednesday night. Fans 
screamed “Justin,” as he was 
led to the side entrance of To¬ 
ronto Police Service’s 52 Div¬ 
ision headquarters. 

Bieber’s surrender is con¬ 
nected to an alleged assault 
on a limousine driver who 
was driving the pop star and

his entourage in Toronto in 
December. 

A police spokesperson last 
month said it was unclear 
whether the teen heartthrob 
himself was involved in the 
alleged attack on Dec. 29, or 
simply one of his compan¬ 
ions. Toronto police have not 
commented on Bieber’s Wed¬ 
nesday night surrender. 

“He’s done some bad stuff, 
but I forgive him,” said Bou- 
bacar Diallo, 12, who waited 
outside the police station to 
see the singer. “He just needs 
to think before he acts.” 

Others showed up for the 
possibility of a show. 

“He should be charged, 
he’s a wreck,” said Peter Es- 
per, 18. “He deserves to be 
punished. He’s a bad name 
for the country.” 

Bieber’s manager, Scooter 
Braun, tweeted Wednesday 
evening asking people to 
“stop passing judgment.” 

“Clearly he’s in a bad-boy 
phase,” said Bob Thompson, 
the director of the Bleier Cen¬ 
ter for Television and Popular 
Culture at Syracuse University. 


Thompson said the Strat- 
ford-born singer’s recent run- 
ins with the law, including 
his arrest in Miami Beach last 
week and a raid on his Cali¬ 
fornia home, reflect Bieber’s 
changing image. 

Bieber pled not guilty in 
Florida after Miami police 


charged him with driving 
under the influence, resisting 
arrest and carrying an expired 
licence. That incident sparked 
a petition on the White House 
website calling on the U.S. 
government to deport Bieber. 
More than 138,000 people 
have signed it. 


“He is not only threaten¬ 
ing the safety of our people, 
but he is also a terrible influ¬ 
ence on our nation’s youth,” 
the petition states. 

Because the petition has 
garnered more than 100,000 
signatures, the White House 
must write an official reply. 


At this point, Thomp¬ 
son said, it’s anyone’s guess 
where Bieber will go from 
here — whether this is a pre¬ 
lude to more mayhem or the 
troubled singer will turn a 
corner and clean up his act.

Canadian journalist in Cairo faces trial for terrorism 



The family of an Egyptian- 
Canadian journalist impris¬ 
oned in Cairo issued an ur¬ 
gent appeal for Ottawa’s help 
Wednesday, as they learned 
the man had abruptly been 
charged with being a mem¬ 
ber of a terrorist group. 

Mohamed Fahmy was 
among 20 employees of sat¬ 
ellite news broadcaster A1 
Jazeera who were charged 
with several offences in what’s 
believed to be the first time 
Egypt has referred journalists 
to trial for terrorism. 

Fahmy was charged with 
using illegal equipment, broad¬ 
casting false news that endan¬ 
gered national security and 
being a member of the Muslim 
Brotherhood, a group Egypt’s 
militaiy-led government has 
branded a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion, his family said. 


“It’s become a veiy desper¬ 
ate situation,” Fahmy’s brother 
Adel told The Canadian Press. 

“We are veiy proud Can¬ 
adian citizens. We became 
Canadian citizens because we 
know that Canada is the most 
decent country and always pro¬ 
tects its people. We need the 
Canadian government to save 
my brother.” 

Mohamed Fahmy and his 
two colleagues — Australian 
Peter Greste and Egyptian Ba- 
her Mohamed — were taken 
into custody on Dec. 29 at a ho¬ 
tel room in Cairo where they 
were working after authorities 
raided the offices of A1 Jazeera 
English. 

Egyptian authorities char¬ 
acterized the arrest as part of 
a crackdown on the Muslim 
Brotherhood, and depicted 
A1 Jazeera as being biased 


towards former Islamist 
president Mohammed Morsi 

— who was ousted by the mil- 
itaiy in July — and his Muslim 
Brotherhood-led supporters. 

A1 Jazeera, which no long¬ 
er has journalists reporting 
in Egypt, has denied any bias 
and decried the latest de¬ 
velopments. 

“The world knows these al¬ 
legations against our journal¬ 
ists are absurd, baseless and 
false,” a spokesman said. “This 
is a challenge to free speech, 
to the right of journalists to 
report on all aspects of events, 
and to the right of people to 
know what is going on.” 

A statement from Egypt’s 
prosecutor said the journalists 
accused Wednesday — eight of 
whom are said to be in custody 

— had established a media 
network that used two suites

in a luxury hotel in Cairo as a 
media centre, supported with 
cameras, broadcasting equip¬ 
ment and computers.

The prime minis¬ 
ter has resigned and harsh 
anti-protest laws have been 
recalled but those moves 
did not address the protest¬ 
ers’ other key demands that 
Yanukovych resign and early 
elections be held. 

Two amnesty proposals 
were up for a parliament¬ 
ary vote Wednesday, one of 
which says amnesty would 
be granted only if demon¬ 
strators leave their massive 
street protests and vacate 
buildings they now occupy. 
Parliament was also discuss¬ 
ing a political reform, sought 
by the opposition, which 
would strengthen the gov¬ 
ernment at the expense of 
the presidency. 

Opposition leader Arseniy 
Yatsenyuk said the protest¬ 
ers will not agree to leave 
the streets in exchange for 
an amnesty and wanted the 
condition dropped.

After the initial shock 
wore off, the senators 
emerged from a meeting de¬ 
claring that they’d been “set 
free” and praising Trudeau 
for his bold move. They im¬ 
mediately used their new 
freedom to contradict Tru¬ 


deau’s assertion that they 
can no longer designate 
themselves as “Liberal” sen¬ 
ators. And they went further 
off script by suggesting the 
move actually won’t change 
much in the upper house. 

The confusion allowed 
Stephen Harper to slough off 
Trudeau’s challenge to fol¬ 
low the Liberal lead and sim¬ 
ilarly cut loose the 57 Con¬ 
servative senators. “I gather 
the change announced by 
the leader today is that un¬ 
elected Liberal senators will 
become unelected senators 
who happen to be Liberal,” 
Harper scoffed. 

NDP Leader Tom Mul- 
cair noted that Trudeau 
voted against an NDP mo¬ 
tion last October which 
called on both the Liber¬ 
als and Conservatives to 
cut their senators loose.

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Ford sued over alleged 
link to prison assault

Ex-boyfriend of Ford’s 
sister says he was beaten 
in jail to keep him silent 
about Toronto mayor’s 
‘unsavoury activities’ 


Toronto Mayor Rob Ford is be¬ 
ing sued by his sister’s ex-boy¬ 
friend, who alleges Ford con¬ 
spired to have him attacked in 
jail to prevent his illicit behav¬ 
iours from becoming public. 

Scott MacIntyre alleges in 
the statement of claim filed 
Wednesday that the mayor ar¬ 
ranged for jail staff to facilitate 
the beating. Video surveillance 
in the area had been “inexplic¬ 
ably disabled” before the attack 
and the guards stationed to 
watch the area didn’t come to 
his aid, MacIntyre alleges. 

MacIntyre went to jail in 
2012 after being charged with 
threatening the mayor, for say¬ 
ing he would expose his “un- 
savouiy activities,” MacIntyre 



says in his statement of claim. 

It was there in March 2012 
that he was brutally beaten, 
more than a year before reports 
on the existence of a video ap¬ 
pearing to show the mayor 
smoking crack cocaine. 

“Ford’s drug and alcohol 
abuse, and his association with 
criminals to facilitate his drug 
abuse ... are long-standing,” 
MacIntyre writes in his state¬ 
ment of claim. “Ford was anx¬ 
ious that these matters should 
remain undiscovered.” 


The allegations are “without 
fact or foundation,” Ford’s law¬ 
yer Dennis Morris said. 

MacIntyre alleges Ford 
conspired with Payman 
Aboodowleh, who coached 
high school football with Ford, 
to have one of their former 
players, who was also in jail at 
the time, attack him. 

The former player, Aedan 
Petros, was among various in¬ 
mates who told MacIntyre to 
“keep his mouth shut,” once 
he was sent to jail, MacIntyre 
alleges. 

The suit also names On¬ 
tario’s Ministry of Correctional 
Services, which is respon¬ 
sible for the province’s jails, 
Aboodowleh and Petros. 

MacIntyre is seeking 
$1 milfion in damages from 
all of the defendants, plus 
$100,000 from each of them for 
aggravated, punitive and penal 
damages. He is also seeking an¬ 
other $100,000 from the min¬ 
istry, who he alleges breached 
his charter right to life, liberty 
and security of the person.

Geography in the music scene 
is a wonderful thing and 
though we here in Halifax 
boast our “most bars per cap¬ 
ita” title whenever compared 
to larger cities, its achieve¬ 
ment can be taken down a 
peg as they are all in the same 
four-block radius. 

To some visitors, these 
tight quarters may seem lim¬ 
iting. However, from this 
shared nook, we continue to 
cultivate a music hub that 
supports a live music scene 
with loyal audiences.

bands comes with a heavy bu¬ 
rden. Even with 12 full-length 
studio albums, a space in the 
Canadian Music Hall of Fame 
and awards up the ying-yang, 
resting on their laurels, as 
comfortable as it may seem, is 
never an option. 

“We tiy not to repeat our¬ 
selves and just keep making 
music as sophisticated and 
creative as we can,” he said. 

Their latest album, In Our 
Nature, according to Cuddy, 
gives weight to the band’s 


attention to creating in the 
now. “It seemed like a reflec¬ 
tion of who we are individ¬ 
ually and collectively today. 
Bands are guided by instinct, 
not intellect—sonically, there 
are things that touch your ear 
and emotionally it’s the stor¬ 
ies from your life you live and 
those around us.”

“Compared to fries, when 
hand-dipped and made to 
order, onion rings are diffi¬ 
cult for a restaurant to man¬ 
age well,” writes David Ort 
in The Canadian Craft Beer 
Cookbook. “I’ll be honest 
that these aren’t an eveiyday 
recipe for me, but if you’re 
going to indulge, make sure 
you do it right. 

“Surrounding hot slices 
of onion, the banana, orange 
and clove flavours in the wit- 
bier will brighten and con¬ 


centrate. I use red onion for 
this recipe because I’m a bit 
of an oddball. Spanish onions 
are more traditional and are 
a good choice if you can’t find 
a big enough (noticeably lar¬ 
ger than your fist) red onion.” 

1. Lay out two cookie sheets 
and place a wire rack on 
each. This rig will work both 
for letting excess batter drip 
away and to cool the rings 
once they come out of the 
hot oil. 

2 . Set a Dutch oven over 
medium heat and fill with 2 
inches (5 cm) of oil. Heat the 
oil to 375 F (190 C). 

3 . Pour the cold beer into a 
medium mixing bowl. Use 



a fine-mesh strainer to sift 
the flours into the beer. Add 
baking powder and salt, and 
mix to combine, but be care¬ 
ful not to overmix. Put slices 
of onion in a resealable bag 
or lidded container with the 
2 tablespoons (30 ml) of rice 
flour and shake to coat the 
onion lightly. 

4 . Use tongs or chopsticks 
to transfer onion pieces from 
flour to batter and then to 
the racks set over the cookie 
sheets, where excess batter 
can drop off. 

5 . Carefully transfer the bat¬ 
tered rings to the hot oil and 
continue to monitor the oil’s 
temperature. Work in batch¬ 
es that are small enough to 
not crowd the pan. Cook for 
2 to 3 minutes a side or until 
rings are deep golden brown. 
Hold cooked rings on a clean 
wire rack while you fry sub¬ 
sequent batches. Season the 
rings with fine sea salt im¬ 
mediately after they come 
out of the hot oil.

Saying goodbye to an ’80s kitch¬ 
en can be as easy as applying 
a coat of paint, modernizing 
lighting and installing stone 
countertops. 

Though kitchen renovations 
can often require a serious fi¬ 
nancial investment, painting 


kitchen cabinets is a relatively 
inexpensive way to give the 
space a new look, says Lana 
Lounsbuiy, an interior designer 
in Victoria. 

But she warns that home- 
owners should be aware of the 
kind of wood their cabinets 
are made of before they paint 
them, and what kind of paint 
they use. “You cannot paint 
oak — the grain is too deep 
— and when you put lacquer 
over it they look fake and gross 
because you can still see the 
grain,” she says. “Homeowners 


should also contemplate having 
them professionally sprayed 
in a booth to avoid having the 
marks of brushes and rollers 
seen in the end product.” 

Lounsbuiy says home- 
owners shouldn’t cut costs on 
paint and are advised to use a 
high-quality, semi-gloss sheen 
after applying a primer. While 
quartz, stone and marble 
countertops can be a major in¬ 
vestment in a kitchen, you can 
make an impact by installing a 
new countertop on a smaller 
space like an island. 


Marina Hildebrand, an in¬ 
terior designer in Regina, says 
updating lighting fixtures can 
change the look of a kitchen. 
According to Hildebrand, 
homeowners are replacing the 
’90s trend of three small pen¬ 
dant fixtures with two, more 
dramatic lights. “Lighting is 
dramatic and pretty inexpen¬ 
sive considering the options 
out there right now,” she says. 

Lounsbuiy points out that a 
mix of ambient and task light¬ 
ing is important in a kitchen.

Slalom. Water? Snow? 
Mielzynski can ski on it 


Canada’s Erin Mielzynski loves 
being on skis — either on 
water or the slopes. 

She’s in her seventh year 
on the national alpine team 
but part of her foundation 
in the sport was built during 
her younger days when she’d 
water-ski on the lake at her 
family cottage. 

“That’s what we did five 
times a day, eveiy day of the 
summer,” the Guelph, Ont., na¬ 
tive said. “That’s what I loved 
doing. I was more trained as a 
water-skier.” 

It was on the water where 
Mielzynski developed the 
“twitch muscles” that have 
served her so well on snow. 
She would often focus on trick 
skiing and tiy to squeeze in as 
many moves as possible in a 
20-second run. 

That training helped her 
when she made the full-time 
transition to skiing on snow. 

“Slalom is a veiy fast twitch, 
you do more than a gate a 
second and that’s I think why 
I started to excel,” she said in 
a recent interview. “I can find 
the rhythm of a course and cre¬ 
ate the power that’s needed in 
that quick second.” 

Mielzynski skied the slopes 
of Georgian Peaks as a young¬ 
ster, not far from her current 
hometown of Collingwood, 
Ont. She tried all the alpine 
disciplines in her formative 
years but really excelled at 
slalom. 

“People noticed more tal¬ 
ent there I think, more nat¬ 
ural talent,” she said. “So that’s 
what I focused on. Now I’ll

bridge back out to what I was 
doing before too. I’ll use what 
I’ve learned in my slalom to 
get better in the other events.

Mielzynski, now 23, water- 
skied at an elite level as a 
teenager. She competed in the 
junior world championships 
in 2006 and won silver in the 
jump competition. 

Two years later, she got 
word that she had made the 
national alpine ski team. 

“So I made the switch over 
and I gave (water-skiing) up 
cold turkey.” 

Mielzynski made her World 
Cup debut in the 2009-10 sea¬ 
son and made the Olympic ros¬ 
ter for the Vancouver Games. 
She feels the experience that 
came along with her 20111 - 
place result will serve her well 
in Sochi.
